IMMIGRATION LAW, 



Sill Introduced in the Senate to Amend 
the Act of 1903. 



There Were Obstacles to the Free 
Movement of Doors That 
Opened Outward. 



Illinois and Iowa Operators and 
Miners Can't Agree.

Measure Reported to the Senate 
by the Committee. 



There was a man who had read that it 
was safer to make the doors of all houses 
open outward instead of inward, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 

He remembered it, and when he built a 
house of his own he had all the outer 
doors hung in accordance with that idea. 

One bright morning iu March he moved 
into his new home.

Springfield, 111., March 31. — The pros* 
poet for the closing of all the coal 
mines in Illinois seemed grave. Wed- 
nesday night. The joint scale com- 
mittee report Wednesday afternoon to 
the joint state convention that all the 
important differentials in the state 
had been adjusted with the exception 
of the first, or northern third vein^ dis- 
trict of Illinois, and the new mines in 
Saline and Franklin counties. A mo- 
tion to- leave the settlement to the op- 
erators and miners of the district af- 
fected was defeated. 

/The miners of the northern district 
demand tRat the old rate of 82 cents 
for straight and the third vefn mines 
and of 87 cents for Wilmington, in- 
cluding the long wall mines at Cardiff 
and the Bloomington thin vein, be re- 
tained; while the operators insist that 
the three cent reduction, provided for 
by the Indianapolis agreement, be en- 
forced. 

The operators Wednesday night 
stated that if the miners would not 
agree to the reduction which the na- 
tional organization of miners by a 
popular vote had voted to accept, it 
was very probable they would close 
down their mines at midnight Thurs- 
day night when the old scale ceased 
to be of effect. 

Des Moines, la., March 31. — A com- 
mittee of five miners and five opera 
tors, appointed by the joint scale com- 
mittee, reported to the joint confer- 
ence Wednesday that the scale com- 
mittee can not agrae, also explaining 
the points of difference. The joint 
conference is^deliber§^ing on the re^ 
port.' Leading operators say there can 
be no other alternative now than to 
shut down the mines throughout Iowa. 
Until within a few days ago the only 
difference between the miners and op- 
erators was the question of \vage3 in 
districts No. 1 and 4, the miners con- 
tending for a higher scale than the 
operators would agree to pay. Now 
the miners demand a decrease in the 
price of powder and this has served 
to further augment the difficulty. 

The sub-committee appointed by the 
Iowa miners to consider the strike sit- 
uation Wednesday night agreed to dis- 
agree and so reported Thursday morn- 
ing. The present contract with the 
operators expires Thursday, and with 
no other agreement, a general shutting 
down is inevitable. There seems to be 
cue chance in a hundred that the con- 
ference will again take up the ques- 
tion and come to an agreement. There 
are about a million tons of coal in 
storage, while the railroads have a 
considerable supply. The miners have 
from $70,000 to $80,000 in their strike 
fund and enough to last about six 
weeks. Thirteen thousand five hun- 
dred miners will go out.

The warrant on 
which the arrest was made was serv- 
ed before Sheriff Rutal arrived from 
Telluride with a warrant charging the 
same offense, the purpose being to foil 
the attempt to remove Haywood to 
Telluride, where he would be liable to 
be held a prisoner by the military in- 
definitely. 

The charge of flag desecration made 
against President Moyer and Secre- 
tary Haywood is based on the issu- 
ance of a dodger by the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners signed by two offi- 
cers.

RUSSIANS DEFEATED. 



Important Engagement Near the 
Town of CI10112: Ju. 



In the Battle Cavalry and Infantry on 
Eoth Sides Were Used — The 
Combat Lasted For About 
Half An Hour. 

St. Petersburg, March 30. — The em- 
peror has received a dispatch from 
Gen. Kuropatkin giving a lengthy re- 
port from Gen. Mishtchenko, dated at 
10 p. m.. March 28, which says that an 
important engagement took place near 
the town of Chong Ju, in which the 
Russians were defeated, retiring in 
perfect order. 

The Japanese suffered heavily, but 
the Russian losses are not stated. 

Cavalry and infantry on both sides 
were engaged. The Russians occupied 
a commanding position. 

The Japanese fought gallantly, but 
owing to their heavy losses were una- 
ble to occupy the position abandoned 
by the Russians. 

Gen. Kuropatkin, in his first report 
to the emperor from the scene of war, 
announced that offensive land opera- 
tions had taken place against the Jap- 
anese upon the sixth anniversary of 
the occupation of Port Arthur by the 
Russians. These operations took the 
form of a cavalry attack Monday by 
six companies of Cossacks, led person- 
ally by Gen. Mishtchenko against four

Regular Session. 

j Washington. March 29. — Senate — 
The senate Monday for three hours 
i discussed the recent order of the pen-

bill. The discussion of the pension 
order was based on the resolution of-

mack contended that no such authority 
exists, hut several republican senators 
argued that the order was in line with 
the regulation issued by Judge Loch- 
ren. commissioner of pensions under 
Mr. Cleveland, fixing 65 years of ago 
as an evidence of infirmity. 

House — The sundry civil bill was 
before the house, but debate took a 
wide range. Mr. Gillett (Mass.) de- 
voted considerable time to answering 
some of the statements recently made- 
on the floor by Mr. Spight (Miss.) re- 
garding the race question. He defend- 
ed the president in inviting Booker T. 
Washington to dine with him and said 
the president was a man with a big 
heart as well as birth, breeding and 
cultivation. A strong plea for the to- 
bacco growers was made by Mr. Trim- 
ble (Ky.), who urged the removal of 
the tax of six cents a pound on raw 
tobacco, in order that the producers 
I might sell direct to the consumer. 

Washington, March 30. — Senate — 
The bill authorizing the erection of art 
additional executive department build- 
ing in Washington Tuesday was given 
the subject of spirited debate in the | 
senate and after several honrs’ debate 
it remains unacted upon. Senators di- 
vided largely on the question of loca- 
tion but there also was talk as to the 
necessity of better office accommoda- 
tions for the senate and the supreme 
; court. During the day there was re- 
newed effort to pass the bill prohibit- 
ing the misbranding of salmon, but 
owing to the opposition of senators 
i who hold that the bill is calcnTated to 
interfere with the rights of individual 
states under the guise of an effort to 
; control interstate commerce a vote 
was not reached. 

House — For the want of speakers 
general debate on the sundry civil ap- ! 
propriation bill in the house was clos- 
ed several hours before the time agreed 
on and the bill was read for amend- 
ment. Seventy-five pages were dis- 
posed of, the only important amend- 
ment adopted being one providing for 
an initial appropriation of $500,000 for 
the completion of the capitol building 
according to the original design. Mr. 
Campbell .(Kan.) ahdr Mr. Williams 
(III.) were the pricipal speakers, the 
former defending the protective tariff 
policy of the republican party and the 
latter denouncing the republicans for 
failing to investigate the post office de- 
partment. •' ] 

Washington, March 31. — Senate — 
The senate Wednesday begun consid- 
eration of the post office appropriation 
bill and it was the signal for a revival 
of the democratic demand for an in- 
vestigation into the charges of corrup- 
tion in the post office department The 
debate was initiated by Mr. Gorman, 
who spoke for almost two hours in 
criticism of the course of the repub- 
lican party in the senate in refusing 
an inquiry, at the same time charging 
the post office committee with undue 
haste in reporting the bill, as he did 
the republican party with a desire to 
adjourn congress at an exceptionally 
early date in order to meet the wishes 
of the president. Mr. Glay contended 
that there should be a congressional 
inquiry, saying that the charges 
against Mr. Heath, ex-first assistant 
postmaster general, were such as to 
demand investigation. Mr. Penrose 
and Mr. Lodge, spoke for the republic- 
an side of the chamber, defending the 
committee on post offices against the 
charge of haste and also the adminis- 
tration. 

House — Substantial progress was 
made by the house in the eonsidera- j 
tion of the sundry civil bill. 51 pages 
being disposed of, leaving only 21 to 
be read. No amendments of general ; 
importance were made. Mr. Bartlett 
(Ga.l briefly replied to the statements 
of Mr. Gillett (Mass.) made last Mon- 
day on the Negro question. He said 
that the Massachusetts member had 
lectured the south for disregard of 
violations of the law, whereas in the ; 
city of Marion, Mass., persons who' 
had tarred and feathered a man and 
woman had been acquitted and were 
paraded through the streets as heroes.

Property Loss Estimated at From 
Eteht to Ten Million Dollars. 



Eight Lives Have Been Lost — Bridges 
i and Trestles Were Swept Away 
by the Dozens and Others 
Badly Damaged. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 29.— North- 
ern and Central Indiana, including the 
capital city, have seen the worst of 
the flood and are now repairing the 
heavy damages. Cities and towns at 
I the headwaters of the Wabash and 
! White rivers have only slime and mud 
left by the receding flood to contend 
with, but Southwestern Indiana has 
yet to see the worst. The crest of the 
flood will reach the Ohio river in two 
days. 

White river at Indianapolis reached 
17.7% above low water mark, a record 
height. It is estimated the damage 
in this county will reach $2,225,000 and 
north of this county an additional $1,- 
000,000. In this city 1,200 families 
i were driven from their homes. The 
! city authorities resolved upon issuing 
$100,000 flood bonds to repair the dam- 
I age to the public utilities, but it is ex- 
i pected the loss in this one feature will 
be more than double that figure. Mon- 
day the city was almost entirely with- 
out traction service and water. It is 
! expected the water works will partially 
resume Tuesday. 

Eight lives have been lost in the In- 
diana flood in two days and the total 
property loss in the state has been es- 
timated at from $8,000,000 to $10,000,- 
| 000. Bridges and trestles have been 
; swept away by the dozens. Others 
that have not gone out are dangerous. 

At Vincennes the river is rising two 
inches an hour. It Is 22 feet deep. The 
Oaktown levee broke Monday night 
flooding 10,000 acres. The first train 
out of Vincennes over the Evansville 
& Terre Haute road since Friday wa3 
i run Monday. 

Petersburg, Ind., March 29. — The 
flood situation in this county is appall- 
ing. White river above here is 13 
miles wide in places and 20 feet deep 
in the channel. Patoka river, which 
flows through the center of the county, 
is three miles wide for nearly 40 miles. 
Farms are under water, bridges and 
fences are gone, the soil washed away 
! and much stock drowned. The loss is 
already $250,000. The wheat is ruined. 
It is feared there will he two more 
: feet of water, which will quadruple the 
; loss. 

Sullivan, Ind.. March 29. — Gill town- 
j ship levee broke Monday afternoon 
and 20,000 bushels of cribbed corn will 
he washed away. Of the 18,000 acres 
! which is flooded, 1,000 is in whe£t. 

Evansville, Ind., March 29. — The 
Wabash river is rising rapidly at New 
Harmony. White river is sweeping 
, everything before it and much stock 
j has been lost. Hazelton is under wa- 
ter and the 40-foot stage will be reach- 
ed. Capt. John Cornick, well-known 
j steamboatman, fell from a towboat in 
Green river Monday and was drowned. 

Terre Haute, Ind.. March 29. — Tay- 
i lorsville, with 1,000 inhabitants, is do- 
j serted, the houses standing in eight 
: feet of water. Charitable organizations 
! are oaring for the people. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 30. — All 
rivers tributary to the Wabash and 
Ohio are overflowing and great dam- 
age has been done to farms and build- 
ings throughout Southern Indiana. At 
Vincennes the danger seems greatest. 
Every precaution is being taken to 
prevent the possible breaking of levees. 
All sanitary sewers have been stopped 
with sand hags. Nearly all of the 
large manufacturing plants have been 
forced to close and it is thought that 
| the city gas plant would be closed 
i Tuesday night. 

Tuesday the east span of the b*g 
steel bridge at Bloomington, the only 
remaining bridge across the White riv- 
| er for a distance of 50 miles, was swept 
» away. No trains are running through 
Greene county. 

Mt. Carmel. Ind., March 30. — The 
Wabash and White rivers are still ris- 
ing. The government gauge registers 
! 24.7 feet above the low water mark. 

There is a strip of land through this 
i county varying from two to six miles 
j in width, which is covered with water 
Many houses, barns and grain sheds 
! have been carried away and a great 
: deal of live stock has been lost. All 
of lower Mt. Carmel is inundated and 
100 people are homeless. Steamboats 
and rafts are being used to rescue peo- 
ple and live stock. Many factories 
have been forced to close. The wheat 
I crop in this county is ruined. 

Evansville, Ind., March 30. — A spe- 
i cial from Carmi, 111., says the Little 
Wabash river is rising at the rate cf 
an inch an hour and the gauge shows 
a foot less than tile highest water ever 
known. T ie entire east side i*\ under 
water. Hundreds of families arc 
homeless and the loss will reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The 
flood is expected to be the greatest 
ever experienced by Carmi people. 

Sullivan. Ind.. k arch 30. — The break 
in the Cill township levee is now 135 
feet wide and the water is flowing 
i through the gap at the rate of 1,000 - 
000 gallons a minute. 

Conflict Expected Soon, 
j St. Petersburg. March 30— A. corre- 
! spondent of the Novosti at Liao Yang, 
i under Tuesday’s date, reports that the 
Japanese have moved on the Yaiu riv- 
er and that a conflict between them 
I and the Russians is expected about 
; April 2.

SUBSTITUTE FOR X-RAY. 

Fluorescin May Do Away with Pres- 
ent Mode of Treatment of In- 
ternal Diseases. ' 

In a recent number of the "Medical 
Journal Dr. Robert Coleman Kemp, con- i 
suiting physician of the Manhattan state 
hospital, of New York city, tells for the 
first time the result of a series of experi- 
ments with fluorescin which may fore- 
?ver do away with X-ray treatment of 
nternal diseases. By the use of the fluid 
the entire internal organs of the body be- 
come at once exposed to the naked eye 
clearly.as if through a transparent film 
or glass.

Madrid Newspaper Describes a Great 
Wrestling Match at Olympia 
as a Boxing Event. • 

An unconscious t>ut amusing “howl- 
er ’ is perpetrated by El He»aldo r one 
of the chief Madrid newspapers.
